WASHINGTON, July 29.—[ By the As- 
sociated Press.] The National Repub- 
lican Executive Cotamittee met here 
this afternoon.

Lonpon, July 29.—[{[By Cable and 
Associated Press.| Lord Salisbury, in 
a speech at the Lord Mayor’s banquet 
tonight, reviewed the labors of the 
present session of Parliament. He 
said hard and valuable work had been 
done and the obstruction formerly 
hindering legislation had almost dis- 
appeared. He rejoiced at the passing 
of the Educational Bill as caiculated 
to support a system of religion which 
the people loved, 

Regarding Ireland, Lord Salisbury 
said the government had applied a 
successful remedy to evils long suffered 
there, and could look back on its policy 
with satisfactson. Five years ago he 
had expressed the belief that Ireland 
must be governed resolutely. Bal- 
four’s success was largely due to the 
fact that those serving under him were 
assured that they would be supported 
and not handed over to their enemies. 
Balfour’s administration owed its suc- 
cess to persistence and resolution 
[Cheers]. Respect for law followed, 
the people feeling that resistance to 
the law was futile. 

“The Land Act,“ Lord Salisbury de- 
clared. would be found not tobe a 
temporary palliative, but a permanent 
cure for the troubles of many genera- 
tions. It would draw closer the bond 
uniting the two countries.. England 
inthe last election declared against 
a severance of bond, and I believe the 
decision is irrevocable.’’ | Cheers. | 

Referring to foreign powers, Lord 
Salisbury said that he never knew a 
period when people were more tran- 
quil, In South America. alone was 
there a weary quarrel and constant dis- 
order. The Euglish government had 
beeu pressed to arbitrate in the 
Chilean dispute, and in the adjustment 
of Argentine finances, but England 
could not undertake either task. 

The Premier spoke of the value of 
the visits of Emperor William and the 
Prince of Naples in assuring the world 
of the peaceful bias of the great 
powers. He bopedinthe course of a 
few weeks to welcome to Eugland the 
fleet of the French Republic, [Cheers.] 
There had been talk, he continued, of 
certain treaties threatening the peace 
of the world, but he knew nothing of 
them.

MORTGAGED FARMS. 


WHAT THE CENSUS BUREAU’S 
FIGURES SHOW. 


About One-fifth of the Families In 
the United States Have En- 
cumbered Homes—A = 
Poor Showing. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
WASHINGTON, July 29.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The count of farm 
home transcripts made in aecordance 
with the mortgage collection clause of 
the census act, has been completed by 
the Census Office. There were returned 


by the enumerators 2,491,930 farms and 


homes occupied by owners, which are 
incumbered by mortgages. This in- 
cludes some about which the enumer 
ators made no report and which be 
long partly to the class of hired, 
and partly to the class of owned 
free as well ds partly to the 
class of owned and incumbered, 
Until this unknown quantity, due td 
failure of the enumerators, is elimi 
nated, ſt may be regarded as approxis 
mately true that 2,250,000 of the 12. 
500,000 families of the United Stateg 
occupy and own incumbered farms and 
homes, and that 10,250,000 families oc. 
cupy farms and homes either hired o1 
owned free. The proportion of the 
hired and owned free homes and farms 
willbe known when the population 
division completes the count of returns 
pertaining to them. 

The preliminary results indicate that 
the average debt per farm in Iowa is 
$1283, per home $719; average for farm 
and home $1140. If these averages 
hold good for the Union, the iucum- 
brance on farms and homes of theUnited 
States, occupied by owners,is about

‘GAVE UP HIS WATCH. 
A Novel 


Proceeding in Justice 
Owen’s Court. 

A very novel proceeding took place in the 
Justice Court yesterday morning.

Before the expiration, howeyer, of the first 
year, the landiady wanted the premises for 
her owu use, a month's rent being then due, 
he consented to move at the end of the 
month previded he was allowed to re- 
main until that time free ot charge; the 
landlady assented to this arrangement. 
After the lapse of several months the rev- 
erend gentieman was surprised at receiv- 
ing a summons, demanding from him two 
months’ rent, and immediately employed 
Attorney Prescott to look after his inter- 
est. Prescott, however, for some unex- 
plained re .son ＋ judgment to de 
taken against his client by default. The 
plaiatiff put the defendant on the stand 
yesterd y morning to disclose what prop- 
erty he had subject to execution. The rev- 
erend gentleman testified he had nothing, 
and that the church prior to this time owed 
him about $300, which he had advanced out 
of his salary to complete the building of 
the church, but that he had since received 
the money. The next question asked the 
defendant was whether he had a watch. 
Ihe reverend entieman promptly 
answered that he had and that it was a 
very good one. The justice thereupon or- 
dered the watch to be turned over to the 
custody of the court. Tuis little episode 
somewhat astonished the audience, and 
certainly made it painful to the defendant 
as he had a picture of his little girl on the 
inside of the watch. ‘The frank and manly 
answer given by the reverend defendant in 
the matter, won for him the admiration of 
every one present in the courtroom. 


THE PEOPLE’S BANK. 


Scenes and Incidents During 
Last Monday’s Run. 


THE CONCERN IS SOLVENT 


Senator Fair Talks About Savings 
Banks and the Los Angeles 
Consolidated Electric Rail- 
road — An Episode. 


The slight flurry in San Francisco finan- 
clal circles, caused by the reports regarding 
the Peopie’s Home Savings Bank, has about 
subsided. The effect of the report was to 
start a small run on the savings dank, which 
was checked by the Pacific Bank coming to 
ita assistance. Tne bank examiners have 
reported that the concern is solvent, and 
while it has taken advantage of the ten- 
days’ notié® for the payment of sums larger 
than $100, it is not likely that there will be 
any further trouble. A run on a bank, 
however, is always an exciting incident in 
a big city, and this was no exception to the 
rule. The following account of scenes apd 
incidents iu and about the People’s Home 
Savings Bank last Monday is from the 
Chronicle of Tueseday: 

_THE CROWD AT THE BANK. 

Many anxious depositors congregated in 
front of the People’s Home Savings Bank 
early yesterday morning. They went there 
to withdraw their money from the bank. 
While many of them secured the full 
amount of their deposits, others who did 
not manage to do so went away apparently 
satisfied with the assurance of the officers 
of the corporation that théy would be given 
their money within ten days. 

At one time there were fully 1000 people 
in front of the bank, many, however, being 
merely idle lookers-on, who were afterward 
dispersed by the police. At 8:45 a.m. there 
were over two hundred people in a line, 
whichran from a int on Fourth stree 
near market, around into Pioneer court, an 
to the rear entrance of the bank. 

‘The crowd was by no means excited. It 
was merely determined in a business-like 
way, to gain entrance to the bank and get 
the money due it if possible, 

From 8 a.m. until 8:30 p. m., the crowd 
continued before the bank and also at the 
rear entrance. In the line of depositors 
were men in broadcloth and silk hats, la- 
bofters in their jeans, teamsters in leather 
aprons, schoolboys with books and slates, 
school-mistresses in neat gowns, poor 
women with babes in their arms, and, in 
fact, people of every age and description. 

The front door of the bank was closed. 
Before it stood a bank officer who gave to 
depositors who showed their books to him 
small white pieces of paper, each beariag a 
number, which indicated the position of 
the applicant in the line which had formed 
at tue rear of the Flood building. Up to3 
p. m. 1460 of these numbers were given out, 
while 435 of the persons who held them had 
been able to gain admission to the bank 
through the back deor. Asmany of these 
fortunate ones as could be well accommo- 
dated entered a large back room of the 
bank quarters, and from that room they 
were allowed to issue under escort of an 
officer, and were conducted to the paying 
telier’s counter. Depositors were paid at 


two windows, 


As soon as the Pacific Bank officers saw 
there was likely to be a run of considerabie 
volume on the People’s Home Bank they 
sent tothe Pacific bank fur mere funds. 
The effect of the sight of the buiky bags of 
gold coin coming in at the front door was 
very favorable to the bank, and it made 
many persons desist from their original 
intention of drawing out their deposits. 

Five full trays of glittering goid—all in 
$20 pieces—flanked by other trays filled 
with silver dollars met the gaze of each de- 

itor ashe stepped to the counter and 
aid down his deposit book. Some of them 
hesitated at the sight and went away, but 
nearly all drew their full account and in- 
terest to date. 

The first person in the line was J. H. 
Bowen, to whom Cashier Havens smilingly 
gave the full amount of his deposit— 
and interest. 

First among the female depositors came 
an aged Irish woman, wio had $400) in the 
bank, and who was very anxious to know if 
it was safe, 


declared. IL. only. 
safe. 

She was conducted to the paying teller's 
window, and she gazed with evident satis- 
faction at the liberal display of gold, but 
she drew her money, 

Dr. L. V. Leech of the Howard Methodist 
Episcopal Church rushed into the bank and 
demanded the money which he had on de 
posit there, about 82000. Some of it, he 
said wis his Own, but the greater portion 
was church funds. When told that he must 
take his place in the line his face took on a 
look of great disappoiutment, but he hur- 
ried out and afterward gained entrance by 
the rear door and demanded the money. 

INSIDE THE BANK. 

There were many people inside the bank. 
The process of paying bank deposits in full 
is always slow, as each depositor must give 
satisfactory proof that he is the person to 
whom the money should be paid. Conse- 
quently the congestion of the human stream 
could not be well avoided, particularly as 
the officials were anxious to permit as many 
persons inside the bank as could well be 
accummodated. 

As wany of the waiting crowd as could 
be given seats were sccummodated, but 
there was not room for many of them, and, 
as a rule, only the women were given 
chairs. 

There was little loud talk. The teller 
called off the numbers in their order, and 
also the names of the depositors wno had 
presented their books, and all received the 
money due them. 

Columbus Waterhouse, the president of 
the bank, ws present, as were also B. O. 
Carr, the secretary aud manager, Frank V. 
McDonald, the heaviest sh.reboider, and 
D. 8. Dorn, the director and attorney. 
There were ütteen clerks inside the rail. 

Amid the crowd, walking nervously 
hither and thither, speaking first to a bank 
officer and then perhaps to sume persistent 
depositor. was seen the tall form of Dr. R. 
H. McDonald, who seemed to form tue cen- 
trai figure of interest. He had not been 
from bis Sutter-street home for fifteen days, 
being co: fi ed there by illness, but he man- 
aged to make his way to the bank when be 
heard of its troubies, and was there to an- 
swer any questious asked by the anxious 
ones, 

“| am 72 years old,“ he said toa Chronicle 
reporter, while he leaned back in a light 
cane chair and surveyed the unpleasant 
acene before him, and | have never been 
in anything of this kind before. Still 1 
feel that we will pull through all right. It 
may be that our enemies will succeed in 
crippling us for a time, but in the end, after 
every depositor bas been paid, dollar for 
dollar, they will have nothing to boast about 
regarding our condition. 

“Of course we can never tell what the 
end will de in a case of this kind. Tuere is 
no bank in the city that could stand a very 
long run, Our resources are ali right—they 
are more than ample, in fact, and our credit 
is sound—bu

morning was nearly $1,900,000, ‘here are 
nearly 8000 depositors, so that the average 
deposit is something over $200. By 3 p.m. 
only a little over $26,000 had been drawn 
from the bank. Some of the larger depos- 
tors were paid in checks onthe Pacific 
Bank. Others had. been sent away, after 
giving ten days’ notice of their intention to 
withdraw their accounts. 

A very favorable change in the tide of 
aff irs was made toward noon, when Dr. 
C. T. Rea and J, M. Pike made deposits of 
considerable amounts in the bank. F. M. 
Wilson, an Oakland capitalist, deposited 
$1000. The bank officers say that they 
opened sixty-three new accounts, aggre- 
gating $7000, and about one hundred depos- 
its in certificates in regular banking hours 
during the day. 

At 12 a.m. Frank V. McDonald received 
the following telegram from John Bryson, 
in whose business transuctions he is said to 
have been interested: |

F. V. McDonald, Puc:fic Bank: IL am 
solvent; don’t owe one dollar outside of the 
note. We are making — — vo pay.

Criticism having been indulged in regard- 
ing the transactions of the bank in the San 
Gabriel Valley Reailroad’s stock, E. F. 
Spence, a heavy Los Angeles capitalist, also 
interested in the road, sent the following 
telegram relating to those securities:

“Frank V. McDonaid, cashter fo 
Bank: Your motor note is as good as any 
in bank. E. F. 

There was not the slightest ripple of ex- 
citement at the Pacific bank throughout the 
day. Many of the checks written on the 
bank at the People's Ilome Bank were not 
presented. 

[The note referred to in the telegrams 
above isa note given by the San Gabriel 
Rapid Transit Company of this city to 
secure a loan of $50,000. It is a note ot the 
company, indorsed by E. F. Spence, F. Q. 
Story, J. de Barth Snorb and George h, 
Bonebrake, A .few days ago J. F. Crank 
of the cable company learned that F. V 
McDonald in a dispatch had accused 
him of circulating a story to the 
effect that the note was doubtful 
security, and the indorsements wortuless. 
As soon as Mr, Crank heard this he 
promptly denied the accusation, stating that 
he had never gast the slichtest reflection on 
that note, or called it into question. There 
was never any doubt as to the solvency of 
the indorsers on the note, any one of whom 
could make it good, even if the company 
was not solid, which it is. |

AFTER WORKING HOURS. 

After working hours the crowd in the 
bank and on the sidewalk was noticeably 
augmented, and the clerks at the three win- 
dows were kept constantly on the jump 
balancing small accounts and making 
change.

walked wut, looking rather sheepish. 

A tall colored man stood around for half 
an hour or so, watching the coming and 
going crowd, and then, when there was a 
lull in the rush at the nearest window, he 
laid down a bank book with a twenty-doliar 
piece and remarked, “I’ve been puttin 
money in here ever since 1 opened. i 
guess you're all right and I'll have you take 
care of that for moe.“ 

When 8:30 o’clock, the hour set for clos- 
ing, came, tue rush seemed to be entirely 
over. ‘iL bere were not half a dozen depositors 
in the room, though the front door was open 
and the curtain was up, and they did not 
appear particularly eager, ‘The officials of 
the bank held a brief consultation and 
decided to keep the doors open half an hour 
longer. During this additional time only a 
few straggiers appeared to reciaim their 
deposits, and when business was closed 
there was practically nobody waiting. 

AN EPISODE. 

Late in the afternoon, when the curious 
crowd in front of the bank was largest, Mr. 
Dorn stepped outside the door and stood tor 
a few minutes talking toafriend, A burly, 
middle- aged man in seedy clothes elbowed 
his way through the spectators and began to 
denounce the institution and ite mau gers, 
addressing himself to Dorn.

It went the 
full length of the train and came back to 
the San Fernando road. When it reached 
a point agfew feet ahead of the farmer’s 
teum, it seemed to fold iw immo wings, 
double itself up, and roli along the road. 

It moved back and forth along the road 
until it became weary, when it again rose 
and m de off for some houses near by. lt 
played around the roofs of the houses for 
some time, when it rose several hundred 
feet in the air and disappeared in the moun- 


tains, 

The people who saw it say it is the most 
wonderful sight they ever looked upon. It 
is brighter than electricity and moves ata 
much slower pace than chain 3 or 
the firebalis that frequently rise from 


swamps. 

As it only ap during an excessively 
hot bight, the chances are that it is an elec- 
trical phenomenon.

OLD SOLDIER ADJUDGED INSANE 


Splegel Anxious to Get Out of Jalil on 
a Writ of Habeas Corpus—A

having murdered a Chinese vegetable 
vender at La Ballona, on Thursday, last, ap- 
peared before Justice Stanton yesterday af- 
ternoon in the Township Court and was 
committed to the County Jail without bail 
wawait his preliminary examination, 
which was set for Saturday morning next 
at9o’clock. . 

HABEAS COBPUS CASE. 

Philip Spiegel appeared before Judge 
Smith in Department One, yesterday, with 
his counsel, J. M. Damron, Esq., and asked 
for his release from the County Jall on a 
writ of habeas corpus, on the ground that 
he was “ty 4 detained. Spiegel was 
committed to t institution some time 
ago for 300 days by Police Judge Owens 
upon his conviction for a misdemeanor, but 
it is claimed that the commitment issued by 
the magistrate is not in accordance with the 

rovisions of the statute, On this showing 

udge Smith ordered the District Attorney 
to procure and produce a certified copy of 
the — by 10 o’clook on Friday 
morning, and indicated if this was not done 
he would discharge the defendant. 
ADJUDGED INSANE. 

Edwin B. Linsay, a native of Indiana, 
52 years of age, was examined by Drs. Gil- 
lingham and Moore before Judge Smith in 
Department One yesterday, and upon being 
adjudged insane was committed to the 
State Asylum at Napa. The unfortunate 
man, who is a book-keeper by occupation, 
imagines that he is the Supreme Being, 
and that his mission on earth is to save 
souls froman atmy of frightful demons, 
His first attack was occasioned by financial 
embarrassment in 1871, but he recovered 
and was apparently sane until a year ago, 
when he was committed to Napa, A few 
months afterward he was discharged as 
cured, but again relapsed a few days ago 
and became so m worse as to necessitate 
his detention. 

SECURED DAMAGES. 

The sealed verdict of the jury in the case

THE CHINESE MURDER. 


be Arrested.

WORK OF THE SHERIFF'S OFFICE 


The Boy’s Uncle Offered to Sell Him 
Out for $100, but Afterward 
Denied All Knowledge 
of the Matter. 


Deputies Russell and Cruz did do a good 
piece of detective work in working up the 
mysterious Chinese murder at Ballona, the 
afternoon contemporary to the contrary 
notwithstanding. The murder was one of 
the most mysterious ever committed in this 
county. A Chinese vegetable peddler was 
quietly driving along in thé early evening 
in an out-of-the-way place, when some one 
shot him through the head with a shotgun, 
killing him instantly. There was no quar- 
rel or any thing by which the officers could 
get a clew when they reached the scene of 
the tragedy, and as a detective can do but 
little until he unearths the motive, their 
hands were tied. The motive did not seem 
to be robbery. but the oflicers went to work 
on that line and were successful, for they 
have hunted the murderer down and have 
secured evidence suflicient to hang half a 
dozen men. 

It was stated yesterday that the murderer 
was given away bya man who attempted 
to blackmail the dead Chinaman’s friends 
out of $100. Such is not the case, 

Old Masias, the uncle of the murderer, 
visited the Chinese garden several times 
after the murder was committed, and after 
finding that the Chinamen were very anx- 
ious to see the murderer punished he made 
them a proposition. Hie told them that he 
kuew who committed the deed, and if they 
would give him $100 he would see that the 
man was arrested and convicted. The Chi- 
namen were greatly excited and told the 
old man that they did not have the money 
at the time, but if he would come around in 
a day or two they would have the money 
ready for him. 

As soon as the old man was out of sight 
one of the Chinamen burried tothe city 
and told Sheriff Gibson just what had taken 


ace. 

Deputies Russell and Cruz hurried to the 
garden and questioned the Chinamen 
closely. They then looked up old Masias 
and questioned him, but he denied that he 
had been to the Chinamen, or that he had 
ever made them a proposition. 

This seemed to knock the clew in the 
head, but the detectives did not give up, 
and seeing zoans Masias in a field close by, 
herding cattle, they made up their minds to 
interview him. At first the boy refused to 
talk on the subject, but he finally gave in 
and admitted that he bad heard of the mur- 
der. He also stated that he was near when 
the shooting took place, and saw two men 
armed with shotguns. He was positive from 
their actions that they must have killed the 
Chipamen. He talked so much that the officers 
made up their minds to search bim, which 
they did, and found a purse and knife, that 
were identified by the friends of the mur- 
dered Chinaman, as being property on his 
person at the time he was killed.

Donald's Home Savings Bank of San 
Francisco, and the attendant scenes, 
are published this morning.

He 
is, however, a heavy owner in the Pa- 
cific Rolling Mill, which is building the 
electric road: It is disclosed by cer- 
tain dispatches sent to Los Angeles by 
F. V. McDonald, that he professed 
to be concerned about the sol- 
vency of a 850,000 note given 
bis bank by the San Gabriel 
Valley Rapid Transit Railway Com- 
pany, and eecufed by its bonds and 
the individual indorsement of its prin- 
cipal owners; but the solvency of the 
note cannot be seriously questioned 
while it bears the indorsements or has 
the backing of such sound financial 
men as E. F. Spence, J. de Barth 
Shorb, F. Q. Story, George H. Bone- 
brake and John Bryson, Sr.. It is pos- 
sible that McDonald’s real motive was 
to lay the groundwork for an excuse 
for calling in the note, which he doubt- 
less might do without distressing the 
makers of it. 

The most serious features of the San 
Francisco developments are, first, the 
one which reveals the open violation 
of law, as declared by the Attorney- 
General, on the part of the People’s 
Home Savings Bank in the handling 
of its funds; and, second, the tactics 
of the McDonalds and their assistant 
promoters“ in working a fresh street 
railway enterprise in Los Angeles, 
having for its admitted object and aim 
the crowding to the wall of a rival 
railway property built up by foreign 
capital invested here at the tail end of 
the boom, when the business confi- 
dence thus expressed in the city by 
non-residents was of the first im- 
portance to our people and of high 
service to the city. 


PORQUE? 


Mr. Armour, of American hog fame, 
has been in Europe in the interest of 
his proteges. It is announced that he 
has substantially agreed, in case the 
embargo is raised, to establish a plant 
at Tolleston, Ind., which in point of 
cleanliness cannot be surpassed, He 
will pay the salary of au inspector, to 
be appointed by the German govern- 
ment, and, in order to avoid any dan- 
ger of contamination, will ship the 
product to Germany in a special hue 
of steamers. In order to do this it will 
be necessary to widen the Welland 
Canal or some other communication 
with the seaboard, and it is asserted 
that the money for such a project 
would be forthcoming immediately 
upon the raising of the embargo. It is 
understood that the report of an in- 
spector lately sent over by Germany 
was against the possibility of perfect 
cleanliness, from a German standpoint, 
so long as the stockyards remain as 
they are. 


It cannot be very satisfactory to 


American consumers of hog products 


to notice that food which is too dubi- 
ousfor German consumption is con- 
sidered good enough for Americans. 
In view of the disclosures which were 
made before a Congressional commit- 
tee on the Pure Lard Bill, and of the 
testimony of experts who have recently 
been analyzing Chicago hogs, it might 
be well for the long-suffering Ameri- 
can publicto ask Mr. Armour to en- 
force similar regulations in the prepar- 
ation of food for the home market to 
those which he offers to establish at 
the behest of the German government. 

If perfect cleanliness in stockyards is 
a good thing for German pork-eaters, 
then why not for Americans too? 
Porque? 


REACHING THE RICH, 


How to make the wealthy contribute 
fairly and fully to the expenses of 
government, has long been a probiem 
with sociologists and statesmen. If 
that could be accomplished there is lit- 
tle doubt that taxes would fall lightly 
on the poor. As itis at present, tbe 
tendency is the other way. 

Income tax hasbeen tried in some 
countries, but is unpopular everywhere, 
especially in America and England, 
one of the chief objections being its in- 
quisitorial character. There has been 
an attempt torevive it of latein some 
of the States. In some of the Swiss 
cantons they have a graduated income 
tax, under which system the man with 
a small income pays little or 
nothing, while the very wealthy 
pay as high as 10 per cent. 
In one way this is just, because a 
man who has $10,000 a year can cer- 
tainly better spare $1000 than on 
who has $1000 can spare 8100. ae 

Carnegie—himself a very wealthy 
man—recently advocated a tax on in- 
heritances. The subject is further dis- 
cussed in the North American Review 
by Prof. Richard Ely of John Hopkins 
University. Nearly ail modern na- 
tious have adopted this system to a 
greater or lesser extent, also some of 
our States, notably New York, Mary- 
land and Pennsylvania. Prof. Ely 
thinks that inheritance of every sort 
should be taxed, provided the share of 
an heir exceeds a certain amount. He 
says: 

The taxation of inheritanges should be 
graduated, the tax increasing“as the relation- 
ship becomes more distant, and as the prup- 
erly becomes larger. ‘This is in the line of 
the present development of taxation of

There would certainly be no hard- 
ship in such a system, while it would 
greatly lessen the burdens which the 
poor are called upon to bear. It would 
also impose some check upon the for- 
mation of a great hereditary plutoc- 
racy, the germs of which we see in 
such families as the Astors and Van- 
derbilts.

A Pleasant Description of a Delicht- 


ing. we arrived at Escurial. The 
country all about this place 
is. perfectiy barren for miles 
and miles there being not a spot cul- 
tivated. Everywhere there Was Kran- 
ite, mountains of it, and we were told 


it was on account of granite that the 


great monastery had been built in that 
region. It was 10 o’clock before we 
were allowed to enter the gates of the 
Escurial, and in the meantime we had 
a little time to look at the village, 
which consists of a few houses just 
around the monastery. 

The great building itself is very 
plain, almost too plain to be beautiful. 
and is entirely ot granite, built in the 
form of a gridiron. It was erected by 
Phillip II, in 1685, and was dedicated 
to St. Lawrence. It is said Puillip 
had in a battle shortly before this 
time destroyed a church and as a rep- 
aration he built the Escurial, in which 
he spent much of bis life and in which 
be suffered and died. 

We werefirst shown into the library 
which contains about fifty thousand 
volumes of old books. To a lover of 
ancient manuscript this room is a rare 
treat, and we touched the books with 
a feeling of respect. Coming from the 
library, we went into the palace, and 
here my pen fails, for of all the mag- 
nificent spectacles which may meet the 
eye, none can be more gorgeous than 
this palace of the Spanish kings. The 
walls are covered with tapestry woven 
after the style of the mos famous 
pictures. The walls in some 
rooms are adorned with silk of 
richest quality, embroidered in gold. 


e finest woods the world af- 
fords, one room being fitted out 
with American wood. The clocks, 
ornaments, door-knobs and hinges are 
of gold; the hangings of silk so rich 
and costly thatit was dazzling to see 
the sight. In one place was the desk 
where Philip wrote, and where bis 
successors have spent their time. But 
it was notin these superb apartments 
King Philip was wont to stuy. Away 
off in rooms furnished severely plain 
was where he spent his time. Here 
were the chairs on which he sat, and 
here the spot on which he died. 

But these are not all of the Escurial. 
There is the chapel over three hundred 
feet long and 230 feet wide. We went 
up into the choir and s2w the chair on 
which King Philip used to sit, and the 
secret door through which he received 
messages unknown to those around. 
We were not permitted to enter the 
monastery, but we saw the monks, a 
great many of them, and a gay, lively 
setof men they seemed to be. The 
sacrista was interesting, with its old 
pictures, instruments of torture used 
in the Inquisition, and also the room 
where the robes are kept, where we 
saw apiece of tapestry studded with 


most precious stones, and of inestima- 
ble value. The Pantheon, where the 
kings and queens are buried, was not 
opened for us, but we came away satis- 


fied that whatever else was in store for 


us, we should never forget this mar- 
velous place, with its beautiful palace, 
magnificent gardens and its kingly 
associations. 

We have been very much impressed 
with the beauty of the Spauisb chil- 
dren and the women. Such lovely 
eyes and hair, I imagine, one can see 
only in Spain. Although the people 
stare at us and follow us, yet there is 
nothing rude or impertinent about 
them, and we have met with such ex- 
treme politeness everywhere that we 
have nothing but good to say of the 
Spaniard. 

The style of dress is in no way 
different from our own, except 
that the women wear no hats, 
but each one wears a lace man- 
tilla, pinned on the extreme back of 
her head and fastened round her neck. 
This, with the coquettish fan which 
every woman carries, gives ber a moat 
bewitching appearance. and I do not 
wonder that she is reputed to be the 
loveliest woman in the world. The 
men wear a peculiar cap called a boina, 


‘which quite took my fancy, and 1 


could not rest until I bad purchased 
the brighcest red boina in the place. 
The cooking is excellent, and we are 
all auxious and ready tor every meal. 
There is fruit in abundance, 
but the chocolate which we get 
for breakfast is delicious, and 
to eatitisanart. The Spaniard dips 
his bread in the cup of chocolate, 
never putting the cup or spoon to his 
lips.

Now we have settled in Madrid for a 
short time, but I haven’t seen enough 
of the place to form any definite idea 
of it.

Collector Joel B. Er- 
hardt this morning announced that he 
had tendered his resignation as Collec- 
tor of the Port of New York.

Collector Erhardt has given out, in 
reply to various questions put to him 
touching his resignation of the collec- 
torship, the following statement: 

“IT have resigned because the col- 
lector has been reduced to a position 
where he is no longer an independent 
officer with authority commensurate 
with his responsibility. I bave given 
bonds for $200,000. 1 have received 
for the Government during the twén 
months last past $322.697,135, and 
am all the time persoualiy responsible 
for the enormous values in money and 
merchandise. My duties are necessa- 
rily performed through about fifteen 
hundred employés. I am not willing to 
continue to be responsible for their 
conduct ualess I can have proper 
authority over them. The recent 

licy of the Treasury Department has 

en to control the details of the cus- 
toms administration at the port of 
New York from Washington at the 
dictation of a private individual hay- 
ing no official responsibility. The col- 
lector is practically deprived of power 
while he is left subject to all responsi-

AN INSURGENT VERSION OF HIS 
WANING POWER, 


The Congressional Party Declares 
That the Election of Vicuna 
as President is 
Void.

WASHINGTON, July 29.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The Chilean Con- 
gressional envoys emphatically deny 
the truth of reports from Santiago to 
the effect that 1000 soldiers of the 
Congressional army at Iquique refused 
to leave there when ordered to Ata- 
cama because they bad received no 
pay. The soldiers of the Iquique gov- 
ernment, they say, are volunteers, but 
aside from this fact the government 
has plenty of money with which to pay 


em.

inet he organized a coup d' etat in 
January last, thus violating the Con- 
stitution; because the election was not 
carried outin conformation with the 
law relating to elections; because only 
part of the country voted, and be- 
cause the election occurred during the 
suspension of the tribunals charzed 
with the settlement of electoral dis- 
putes.

WORLD’S FAIR SWITCHING, 

The supposed cinch which the Lilinois 
Central has on World's Fair freight by vir- 
tue of the % switching charge which it im- 
poses on otber roads and which is not 
charged to its own patruns, is liable to be 
lost to that corporation. It will be lost if 
the Baltimore and Ohio builds to the 
grounds, but even if this competition should 
not be realized, the cinch is in danger. 
The peril comes from a contract between 
the Big Four and the Illinois Central by 
which the former is entitled to use all the 
latter’s Chicago terminals free of any 
switching charges. If the Big Four abro- 
gates the switching charge it will capture 
considerable business from the Illinois Cen- 


was the most profitable branch of their 
undertaking. 

A hard headed Welshman named
